Both revisions were agreed on 
by straight party line votes, and 
Republican members of the com- 
mittee declared angrily that the 
changes were *‘railroaded 
through.”

Want Deep Running Bait. 


Walleye pike, locally called 
jack salmon, favor deep-running 
baits, regardless of the time of 
year, and also large minnows 
fished near the bottom.

‘Korea. It is based on the proposition that if 


aggression is repelled, then other issues can be 
settled by negotiation. Its prime purpose is to 
prevent a general war in Asia. 

It was because Gen. Douglas MacArthur urged 
the broadening of the war that he was dismissed. 
If, however, our main objective should become 
the overthrow of the Red Chinese Government, 
then the possibility of a negotiated settlement 
becomes remote. In that case, Gen. MacArthur's 
policy would gain acceptance in Washington. 

Fortunately, the New York speeches have 
been, in effect, repudiated by the State Depart- 
ment. American policy still is what President 
Truman, ‘Secretary Marshall and Gen. Bradley 
have said it is. We are not going to start a 
general war against Communism in Asia. We 
are not going to tie ourselves up in a conflict 
which would grievously risk the loss of Europe. 
We are not going to block a Far Eastern settle- 
ment. We are still ready to face the question 
of Formosa and related issues after a cease-fire 
has been achieved in Korea. 

This is as it should be. No nation should 
declare eternal hostility against another. Cir- 
cumstances change. We need only consider how 
alliances have shifted since World War Ii. 
Russia may lose the friendship of China as she 
has lost that of Yugoslavia, not to mention her 
wartime allies. As Mr. Lippmann says: “We 
should not in the passion and grief of war 
nail ourselves to a closed door.” 

But why were those New York speeches made? 
Why did the State Department have to repudiate 
them? Why did it have to say that Senator Taft 
was wrong when he claimed the department had 
switched to Gen. MacArthur’s position? Why 
was a situation allowed to develop in which it 
was again necessary to reassure the British? 

The Administration's position on the Far East 
is honorable, humane and sensible, It is against 
war, and for peace. It commands the.respect of 
the non-Communist world. It should be upheld 
and defended with pride and with candor. It 
cannot be served by loose talk or by double talk.

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The Oregon Highway Department estimates 
that trucks cause 20 times as much damage to 
roads as passenger cars, but in {4 the 
private motorist pays for the larger part of road 
upkeep. 

This is unjust and uneconomical. Yet when 
Gov. Smith asked the Legislature to make the 
trucks pay a fair share, the lobby fought back. 
The legislative record indicates the effect: 

The first House bill would have raised truck 
fees by about $8,000,000 a year. This proposal 
was revised several times, always downward. 
The present bill would add only $1,200,000, 
and ridiculous amendments have left it nearly 
unworkable. Apparently any hope for construc- 
tive legislation now lies with the Senate. 

Similar obstructionism helped to defeat in- 
creased truck fees in Illinois two years ago. This 
year the truck lobby is-at work again in Spring- 
field, and Illinois legislators are demanding an 
investigation. 

The Missouri House ought to be equally inter- 
ested in an inquiry, for the members permitted 
the lobby to high-ball through the Capitol as if 
it were Highway 66. A prompt investigation 
should cléar the road for a fair truck bill, and 
block the organized road busters.

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Melvin Price. and Rail Safety 

For legislation to end preventable accidents 
on the railroads, there is probably no more 
active member in Congress than Representative 
Melvin Price of. East St. Louis. 

Immediately on entering Congress in 1945, 
Mr. Price began sponsorship of rail safety legis- 
lation of his own, and support of such legislation 
offered by others. In subsequent years he has 
introduced a rail safety bill at every session. 

Representative Price has advocated extending 
the powers of the Interstate Commerce Commis-

- gion to cover phases of railroad safety now left 


unprotected by federal regulation. He would 
enable the commission to investigate the condi- 
tion of tracks and have defects corrected before 
accidents could occur. He would allow the ICC 
to conduct experiments in the use of radio and 
radar and to compel railroads to make use of 
these devices. He would give the commission 
power to make recommendations concerning 
safety rules, and to enforce them. He would 
make railroads liable to prosecution for a felony, 
rather than a misdemeanor, in case of accidents 
growing out of failure to carry out an ICC order. 
Withottt any unfriendliness whatever to the 
railroads themselves, Mr. Price has made him- 
self a well-informed and constructive advocate 
of safe operations. This is an example of 
leadership in which his constituents, and his 
neighbors as well, can take a proper pride.

‘More Ice’ Problem 
By Christopher Billopp 


T a temperature ‘above freezing ice melts. 

Since at this time of the year there is so much 

temperature above freezing, much ice is 
melted... 

In consequence, no matter how high or how 
tightly a glass is packed with ice, the ice will 
tend to disappear. It often will disappear more 
rapidly than is necessary. For many people, not

The solutio 
of world problems or description of back pains, 
it seems, can wait. 

He must get more ice though it greatly decreases 
the reserve in the refrigerator. The ice which 
persons so biandly melt in their mouths will take 
an hour or more. to replace. If, as is quite possible, 
the demand for ice exceeds the supply, a trip 
may have to be made to a neighbor. Fortunately 
there are neighbors who do not happen to be 
entertaining large groups of people who accept ice 
whenever it is offered to them. 

Society would profit if ice were invented which 
cools without melting at all. But what good would . 
it do? For even if ice were to remain constant 
people would soon think up something else to 
ask for that, like inefficient ice of today, is for- 
ever giving out and needing replenishing.

Even when the boys on board 
the Kon-Tiki got the sail down, 
the wind got such a grip on the 
bamboo cabin that the raft drifted 
away to westward as fast as we 
could splash after her in the 
dancing rub dinghy with its 
tiny toy oars. There was only one 
thought in the head of every man 
—we must not be separated.

Those were horrible minutes we 
spent out in the sea before we 
got hold of the runaway raft and 
crawled on board to the others, 
home again. 

From that day it was strictly 
forbidden to go out in the rubber 
dinghy without having a long line 
made fast to the bow, so that 
those who remained. on board 
could haul the dinghy in if neces- 
sary. 

We never went far away from 
the raft, thereafter, except when 
the wind was light and the Pa- 
cific curving itself in a gentle 
swell; But we had these condi- 
tions when the raft was halfway 
to Polynesia and the ocean, all 
dominating, arched itself around 
the globe toward every point of 
the compass. Then we could safe- 
ly leave the Kon-Tiki and row 
away into the blue space between 
sky and sea. 

When we saw the silhouette of 
our craft grow smaller and small- 
er and smaller in the distance, 
and the big sail at last shrunken 
to a vague black square on the 
horizon, a sensation of loneliness 
sometimes crept over us. The sea 
curved away under us as blue 
upon blue as the sky above, arid 
where they met all the blue flow- 
ed together and became one. 

It almost seemed as if we were 
suspended in space, All our world 
was empty and blue; there was no 
fixed point in it but the tropical 
sun, golden. and warm, which 
burned our necks.

Sated flesh-love 
can create a desire for spirit- 
love, But egotism and greed are 
very difficult to cure, because 
they are inflationary sins. Ex- 
cesses of flesh deflate, but 
pride and wealth swell the ego 
to a point where a man believes 
he is truly great, either because 
he thinks he is, or because he 
judges himself by what he has, 
rather than what he is. 

Since egotism, pride and sel- 
fishness are so dominant in 
middle age, it is important to 
concentrate on their judgment. 
One day when the Apostles 
were quarreling among them- 
selves as to who was the great- 
est among .them, Our Lord 


pleced a child in the midst of - 


them as an example that the 
littlest is the greatest. Later, 
He followed this act with the: 
words: “He that is the greatest 
among you, let him be as the 
servant.” 

By the Divine standard, true 
greatness is indicated neither 
by the possession of great abili- 
ties nor the buzz of popular 
applause. Any talent a person 
has, such as a talent for sing- 
ing, speaking or writing, is a 
gift of God. He has done noth- 
ing more to merit it than a 
child with a beautiful face. “If 
then, thou hast received, why 
dost thou glory, as if thou hadst 
not received.” The richer the 
gifts, the greater the responsi- 
bilities on the day of Judgment. 

When Our Divine Lord said 
that the great must be as the 
least, He made the measure of 
greatness usefulness and serv- 
ice to his neighbor in His Name. 
Service of others is necessary 
because it involves the constant 
repression of those egotistic 
tendencies in us which exalt us 
at the e of others. Aris- 
totle said that the two most de- 
grading tendencies in man were 
towards bad temper and ill- 
regulated desire. Either one or

What a lesson nature teaches 
about selflessness! Clouds, 
Playing like lambs in the pas- 
tures -of the sky, never keep 
their treasures of moisture to 
themselves, but pour them out 
in the beautiful benediction of 
rain to a thirsty earth.

There is no breeze without its 
mission. Human lives were not 
sent into this world as orna- 
ments. God has prettier things 
for that purpose. As the bird 
that sings for others gladdens 
its own hearts with song, as the 
rivers flee the decay of stag- 
nant self-content to service the 
mighty ocean, as the sun burns 
itself out to light a world, so 
does everything—man included- 
—become good by doing good to 
others.

BUT IF WE ARE to do good 
to others, they must be loved 
for God's sake. No moral profit 
comes from doing good to an- 
other because “he can get it 
for us wholesale” or from giv- 
ing gifts to others because of 
the pleasure they give us. 
There is not even great merit 
in doing good to those who, love 
us. “You love those who. love 
you. Do not the heathens 
this?” The greatest spiritual 
profit comes from loving those 
who hate us, and from giving 
gifts and dinhers to those who 
cannot give anything in return, 
for then recompense will be 
made in the Kingdom of Heaven.
